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TOBACCO MEN KICK. 


lalienbisnenninmnntines 
They Want the Duty Kept onthe Weed to 
Keep It Out. 2 

Washington, November 9.—The commit- 
tee appointed by the convention of tobac- 
co manufacturers of the United States to 
appear before the ways and means com- 
mittee and = protest against any inerease 
of the tax on manufactured tobacco was 
accorded a hearing this evening by Chair- 
man MeMillin, of the subeommittee of ili- 
ternal revenue; Mr. Spence. of Cincinnati, 
acted as spokesman. 

He said they represented eighty of the 
most prominent tobacco manufacturers of 
the country, and had been uanimously in 
structed at a meeting of these manufaet- 
urers to state that any increase of the tax 
on manufactured tobacco would be inimi- 
cal to the interests to both the manufact- 
urers and growers of tobaceo by reason 
of less consumption. The committee ree- 
ommended that if any bill is to be enacted 
effecting the tobacco interests, it be a re- 
peal of the law of 1890. They argne that 
the repeal of this law would largely in- 
crease the government revenues on tobae- 
co. Mr. MeMillin gave no intimation of 
the intentions of the committee on ways 
and means with reference to the tobacco 
schedule. It is rumored that the majority 
of the committee favors an increase of the 
tobacco tax as a means of supplying the 
necessary revenues of the government.

Foreign Mail Service. 

The report of the superintendent of the for- 
elgn mail service was made to the postmaster 
general today. The most interesting feature 
of this document is the criticism which it 
makes of the subsidies granted uhder the act 
of March 3. 1891. The subsidies have made 
very little. if any, change in the increased 
number of trips or the time inade by the ves- 
sels, the report states. The subsidies are 
known as the contract serviee in the depart- 
ment, and the xguperintendent says thag this 
service has cost Tae government $406,007 more 
than the same service would have cost with- 
out the subsidy act. The number of pounds, of 
outgoing letters was 854,511: other articles, 
4 778.742: total, 5,633,253 pounds, Of "gbis to- 
tal 4.202.607 pounds were trans-Atla of 
which 1.036.568 went to Great) Britaiml; S850,- 
S83 to Germany, and 314,021 to France. The 
aggremite cost of the forelgu mall service was 
$1,580,004, aud the net cost $1,208,816. 

The total amount paid under the contract or 
subsidy system was $840,086, The cost of for- 
eign mails carried in ve@els of United Siates 
register was: Trams-Atiantic, 868.428: trans- 
Pacific, S57 250: niseellaneons, S420 777: 1e- 
tal, S646.435. The small trans-Atlantic show- 
ing was due to the fact that if was only last 
June that foreign mails were earried across 
the Atlantic in vessels of American registry, 
the New York and aris being the first vessels 
to engage in this service. The amount paid ves- 
eels of foreigu registry for earrying malis was: 
Trans-Atlantic, ShO,625: trans-Pacile, S10,- 
720: miscellaneous, S2V4.281: total, 8405.07. 
The estimated amount of pestage collected on 
foreign mails was S2.052. 185.

THE POPULISTS REMAINED AT HOME

Irvine, Who Was Nominated bythe Ap- 
plicants for Office.

Omaha, Neb., November 9.—(Special.)— 
The returns from 80 per cent of the coun- 
ties in this state indicate the election of 
Judge Harrison, republican, to the supreme 
court by about 0,000) votes. This result 
Wus a complete surprise to every one, espe- 
cially to the republicans who did not e@x- 
pect it. A study of returns shows a 
most lamentable democratic loss. 

Wherever it is discussed there seems to 
be but one opinion, that the tinancial ques- 
tion was the cause. One the most in- 
fluential democrats of the state, a member 
of the state central committee aid a man 
who is very popular with both factions in 
this afternoon:

Bryan, who was accorded one of the great- 
est honors in congress, a seat on the ways 
and means committee, came here to secure 
an endorsement of his silver views. Fle 
found the convention filled with person 
admirers, but they voted against him, 
They would not pay him in the resolutions 
the deserved tribute for his ability, and 
they would not permit him to have a place 
the resolution committee even though 
the other members were administration 
men. ‘The reason was that a large per 
cent of the delegates were postoffice appli- 
eants and candidates for other ofhices and 
their friends, 

itebuaked the Convention. 

“Now it was a most absurd blunder to 
turn Bryan down in that fashion. Se is 
today the greatest western democratic lead- 
in congress, and is a man of the purest 
motives, highest ability and noblest in- 
stinets. These facts are known to all the 
people of Nebraska, and the democrats who 
syinpathized with Bryan and free. silver, 
determined to rebuke the action of that 
convention by voting against rank Irvine, 
its Dominee for supreme court justice, and 
they did vote against him all over the state. 
Most of these votes went for Hloleomb and 
went to Harrison. Very many of 
these democrats remained at home. Some 
of the administration democrats seeing the 
mvtention of the free silver democrats to 
bolt Irvine, voted for Harrison to offset the 
other vote. Thus Irvine, although 
ing a fine complimentary vote here, is hor- 
ribly defeated. as any other democrat would 
have who on that platform. 
Jlarrison’s plurality is so small that it can- 
nov be called a repulbfican vietory of any 
importance, Phe populists in the back coun- 
ties have taken little interest 
in the election and did not vote. If they 
had out Holcoinb would have 
elected by a tremendous majority.

November 9.—The su- 
preme court of Indiana today passed upon 
the petition of the attorney general to va- 
cate the supersedeas grantea in the case 
of Parker ang McAfee, the two negro mur- 
derers awaiting execution. he court or- 
dered the execution stayed until January 5, 
ISM4, until the attorneys could prepare 
briefs. ‘The attorney general held that the 
order was in violation of the constitution. 
In the opinion of the supreme court it is 
held that it had the authority to issue the 
order. It is not a question for the execu- 
tive department of the state to pass upon, 
though the attorney general held that the 
court was attempting to exercise tHe duties 
of the governor. The supreme court was 
‘created by the constitution and its authority 
to review and revise necessarify includes 
the power to administer jusfice.

Time to Call a Halt. 

Mur taxpayers and citizens generally 
will find some very interesting reading in 
the two reports of a committee of the 
Atlanta bar, recently published. 

Only one proposition in the reports 
need be discussed at present. The ma- 
jority report favors the establishment 
of a third city court, and the minority re- 
port sets forth the reasons why this addi- 
tional burden should not be imposed 
upon our people. 

It strikes us that it is about time to 
call a halt—to draw the line. We al- 
ready have more factories for the manu- 
facture of litigation than any other 
southern city of our size and population. 
The supply in this line is fully sufficient 
for the demand. 

Look at the situation as it stands. 
When we count jury courts alone, we 
have the United States district and cir- 
cuit courts, two superior courts and two 
city courts, and in some matters it may 
be said that all of these courts have eo- 
ordinate jurisdiction. The two federal 
courts dispose of a vast amount of Dusi- 
ness; the two superior courts get rid of 
their share of litigation, and itgwas only 
& year or so ago that the second city 
court Was created. The two city courts 
are authorized to hold six sessions a 
vear, and cases are made triable at the 
first term. This should satisfy every 
reasonable demand for speedy justice, 
out we now find an extraordinary de- 
mand for a third city court. 

It is the last straw. 
aot and will not stand it. Another eonrt 
With an additional expense of about 
£15,000 to be ground out of the taxpay- 
ers every year would be simply an out- 
rageous imposition. 

Augusta, Savannah and Macon are old 
‘ities—inuch older than Atlanta—but not

trict of the superior court by itself. The 
superior court that sits in Augusta has 
a district embracing five counties, and 
each superior court sitting in Savannah 
and Macon has a district of several coun- 
ties, Sut Fulton county alone supports 
two superior courts, to say nothing of 
the several other jury courts. 

- Now, it is a time-honored maxim that 
it is the policy of the law to discourage 
litigation. The more courts, the more 
litigation. - Cases will naturally be made 
or they will be stirred up or drummed 
up When we have a @luster of courts 
and a crowd of lawyers waiting for 
DUST ESS, 

In nore ways than one so many courts 
burden the people. Fifteen thousand 
dollars 2 vear to run and extra and need- 
less city court is out of the question; but 
we should also consider the unnecessary 
contention and litigation that would fol- 
low. Then, think of the extra jury 
duty. At the present time our business 
men and wage-earners are bothered all 
the year round by the demands of the 
courts for juries. A third city eourt 
would make matters worse. It would 
be an increase of about one-Lalf as much 
jury service as is now imposed upon the 
citizens of Augusta, Savannah and Ma- 
con, 

No more courts for the present! The 
fewer courts and the more cases settled 
Without going to law, the better for the 
colmmunbity in every way! 

Our six jurv courts are now equipped 
With ample facilities for conducting a 
flood of litigation big enough to damn 
the entire state. No more litigation fae- 
tories are needed. Let us turn our en- 
ergies into other chaunels and promote 
business apd industry, instead of fur- 
nishing the agencies that will tempt men 
to harass add tax those great interests!

Concerning State Banks, 

The majority of our voters never ysed 
Stute bank notes, never saw them, and 
know nothing about the system except 
What they have heard. 


A popular prejudice has grown up in | 


some quarters against state banks—a 
prejudice entirely without foundation. 
The young and middle aged voters who 
at wild eat banks do not know 
what they are talking about. They are 
wholly in the dark and show that they 
are ignorant of the financial history of 
the country for its tirst three-quarters of 
a century. As The Richmond ‘Times 
Says in a recent editorial on the subject, 
state banks furnished all the paper cur- 
rency of the nation before the war, and 
in many states they satished the needs 
of the people and = spread prosperity 
through the ranks of the masses, instead 
of concentrating it in the hands of a fa- 
vored few, is the case under the 
hational banking system. In 1860 the 
state banks supplied all the paper cur- 
reney that was needed. It 
currency and it was so distributed 
it was not congested im a few money 
centers, and there were no enormously 
rich men anywhere. banks were neigh- 
borhood coneerns. The managers per- 
sonally knew the people of the commnu- 
hity and accommodated those who were 
safe and reliable. 

The regularly chartered state banks 
were all right, and there was never any 
trouble about their notes. The south 
grew rich under this system. 

A few new western states during their 
boom period indulged in what was eall- 
ed free banking, and some of these con- 
cers were on the wild cat order.

she claim is already set up in 
quarters that the failure of the populists 
to make any serious diversion in the 
democratic ranks in Virginia is due to 
the fact that the people of that state 
are not in favor of the free coinage of 
silver. We do not understand why 
such an absurd elaim should be set up, 
unless it is for the purpose of deceiving 
the people in other states. 

As a matter of fact, the populists had 
no ground to stand on. An overwhelming 
majority of the democratic party, the 
democratie Candidates and the democrat- 
ic campaigners, were free coinage. men, 
and the platform on which they stood 
wus based on the Chieago platform. The 
democratic eandidate for governor is an 
ardent free coinage man on his record, 
and Senator John W. Daniel, whose 
great silver speech was one of the feat- 
ures of the extra session, entered the 
eampaign in behalf of the democrats, 
and thereby emphasized the position and 
purpose of the party on this issue.

The Speaker Strongly Favors Repealing 
the State Bank Tax. 


JONGRESS WILL HAVE TO VOTE 


Before the Ses:ion Is Over the Country 
Will Know How the Representatives 
Standon the Platform Pledges. 


Speaker Crisp arrived in Atlanta yester- 
day morning and spent the day amoung his 
friends here. 

He visited the capitol in the morning and 
Spent a short time on the floors of both 
_the senate and house. The afternoon and 
evening he remained at his apartments in 
the Kimball where he surrounded by 
his friends from all parts of the state. 

The speaker is looking splendidly, having 
apparently gained several pounds in flesh 
Since his jast visit to Atlanta three months 
azo. 

In speaking of the work of the next 
sion of congress to a Constitution reporter 
Judge Crisp expressed the belief 
that the promises of the democratic plat- 
form would be fulfilled. The country would 
be given a heavy reduction in the tariff 
schedule which he believed would tend in 
a large measure to relieve the depression 
Of business. The house would do its work 
quickly in adopting the measure which is 
600n fo be reported in order that business 
Should not be disturbed by the contem- 
Plated change longer than absolutely nec- 
essary. 

In tinancial matters he believed substan- 
tial relief in accordance wiih the platform 
Would be provided for. 

“What about repealing the state bank 
tax?” was asked him. 

“I think it ought to be repeated. The law 
Was hot passed to raise revenue but to pro- 
nibit the states from authorizing an issu- 
ance of currency which might answer all 
the uses of money. It was aw misuse of the 
taxing power. If this law were repealed 
each might pass a law authorizing 
the establishinent of banks of issue which 
would give to the people sound and abun- 
dant currency. There is no danger of 
What is called wildcat money. A curren- 
ey could and would be made as safe under 
a state law as it is under a national law. 
The present Jaw limits and destroys the 
right of individuals and corporations to the 
full use of their credit. 

“During the panic a few weeks ago near- 
ly every bank in the United States in 
form or another issued currency which wus 
tuxable under the existing law. Clearing 
house certificates, certificates of deposit aud 
all sorts of devices were resorted to by the 
banks to supply the place of national cur- 
reney Which they dared not pay out of their 
vaults. The banks in New York and other 
great cities in this way adjusted their bai 
anves. ‘The banks in the west in this way 
were enabled pay the fafmers for their 
grain. Phe banks in the south were in this 
Way enabled to pay the farmers for their 
cotton. 

“To tide over the panic they were forced 
to Violate the law. This, I think, clearly 
demonstrates that the law is lf 
Without subjecting themselves to taxation 
the banks, under carefully devised systems, 
could issue currency, the danger panics 
would minimized. Repeal the law and 
you enlarge the circulation by enabling the 
people to have a similitude of mouey which 
if founded on judicious state regulations, 
would be good fo all practical purposes 
as money itself. | 

“L sincerely believe that the repeal of 
this 10 per cent tax on state bank circula- 
tion woul afford our people more speedy 
relief than almost anything that could be 
done. 

“The law 
that the taxing 
should be used solely for the 
raising revenue. This tax raises no reve- 
nue—was not intended to raise it. The law 
Was passed to increase the value of national 
bank charters and to give these institutions 
a monopoly of the power to Miehey 
except what was issued directly by the 
covernment itself. Our people do not favor 
Wildcat money, but they do believe that 
each state should have the right to author- 
ize banks of free from taxation by 
the federal government. If the state bank- 
ing law is wise and judicious and = con- 
servative the money issued under it would 
be as good for all of commerce 
and trade as national bank notes or treuas- 
ury notes. The idea that the congress of 
the United States is any more anxious to 
protect the people trom wildcat money 
than the legislatures of the various states 
is absurd. The legislature of the state 
Georgia is as capable and as anxious for 
a sufe and sound currency any other 
legislative body, and if congress will repeal! 
the law which imposes a tax of 10 per cent 
on state bank circulation the legislature 
of Georgia will provide for a wud 
sound state bank currency which will be 
hot only good in Georwia, in every 
other state of the union. 

“The repeal of this law will 
Stute to turnish to 
amount of such currency to answer all the 
purposes of trade, reduce the rate of. in- 
terest borrowers would be required to pay 
for its use and would, to extent, at 
least, render the people independent of the 
great centers to which now they are forced 
to to obtain jmMoney, 
any state Jaw was 
guarded the money issued 

would be worthless. 

“State bank currency cannot be made a 
legal tender for the payment of debts. It 
is optional with the people whether 
will receive it for any purpose, 
circulite it and to induce the 
cept it in payment of debts the banks would 
have ta inake such deposits Or POSSeSS such 
securities as would satisfy the people, not 
only of their willingness, but of their abil- 
ity (o redeem the currency in any kind of 
lawful money demanded.” 

“Do you think congress will pass this 
law ?"’ 

"lL hope so. I shall do everything in my 
power to this end. The law is vieious and 
undemocratic. Our last national platform 
expressly declares against it and I ean 
see LO reason why a democratic congress 
should not’ redeem this together with all 
the other pledegs we have made to the 
people.

NEW YORK, November 9.—With a port 
movement today of 39 00 bales. against 2Y,0K) 
last year, and a total of 241,000 thus far this 
week, against 230,000 for the same time last 
year and 41,000 Jess for the same number of 
days last week, it does iook as though such a 
movement would invite considerable buying, 
instead of which, however, with no encourage- 
ment at LAverpool this morning end more sell- 
ers than buyers bere it has been a gri adually 
easing market all day and on Closing is 8 
points under yesterday. After 1 O'clock a Tre- 
port became current that Neill Bros. would 
issue an estimate of 8.000.000, but what there 
was to base this rumor on, aygd, still further, 
What there is at present to justify even an es- 
timate of 7,775,000 we are at a loss to dete 
mine. What we and others know who feel as 
we do, is that the market should be better, but 
at the sume time it does not improve, but has 
become weaker for several days, and. this, 
after all, is the practical side of the sicuation. 
The market needs some strong supporting in- 
fluence, such as a spot demand will give it. 
and but for the big crop estimates the English 
spinners would have been buying as much cot- 
ton as he was buying thirty days ago. An es- 
timate, however, of 7.700.000 issued six weeks 
after the beginning of the new season has de- 
preciated the value of this cotton crop to an 
enormous extent in advance of any contirma- 
tion of such a crop having been grown, The 
excess of the crop in sight up to Friday Inst 
over last year for the same time Was 150,000 
bales, aecording to Secretary Ilester, and we 
estimate the movement this week at about 
380,000, against 338,000 last year. The excess, 
therefore, since September Ist by tomorrow 
Will be, say 190,000 bales more than last year. 
Tomorrow will show a smaller stock at the 
ports and interior towns than last year, but 
as the English spinner was taking at this time 
last vear 30.000 bales less than their normal 
consuniption, it only natural that this ex- 
cess of c@ports should exist, and but for Neill 
Dros.’ estimate American. stocks would have 
been reduced still further. Liverpool in 
control of the situation toa large extent. The 
government, in its November report, until last

$0 HARD TO BRLIBVE 


The Georgia Legislature Maj Quit Ear, 
lier Than. the Limit, 


BUT, WHO CAN BELIEVE IT? 


Big Lebate on the Ham Bill in the House. 
Ali About the Doings of the States- 
min at the Statebouse. 


Will the Georgia legislators startle the 
state by adjourning before the fifty day lim- 
it sends them home? 

This question was sprung in the house 


bright and early yesterday morning, the first | 
thing after the sleepy, soul-soothing voice | 
of the clerk had plowed its way through the 


minutes of the day before and announced 
ready for business, 

It was hurled at the house by Colonel 
Gordy, of Chattahoochee, in the following 
resolution: 

Kiesoived, By the house, the senate concurr- 
ing, that the general assembly do adjourn sine 
die on the 34 of December next. 

It was funny to see the startled Jook on 
the faces of the members as they waked 
up and leaned forward on their desks to 
hear every word of the resolution. The 
speaker was about to put the measure when 
Colonel Gordy, its author, arose and asked 
that it be not placed on passage, but re- 
ferred tu the committee on rules. ‘This 
direction was given and the resolution was 

' pigeon-holed tor a few days, leaving the 
men bers to think about the matter. 

There was considerable discussion over 
the proposition for an early adjournment 
among the lawmakers in the side corri- 
dors during the day. Suid Speaker Atkin- 
sun: “Ot course, it is bard tu say whether 
We Can get away betore the tifty-day lmit, 
or hol; but one thing is noticeable, the 
members ot the house show a strong disposi- 
ion to hurry through the work and get 
away in forty days if they can. ‘There is 
a good deal yet to be done, but not nearly 
$0 much as usual this early before the limit 
of the session. ‘Lhere is a growing deter- 
ination on the part of the house mem- 
bers to muke it a forty-day session instead 
of a fifty-day session, if possible.” 

“But it can hardly be decided this early, 
as to the exact date,” said Mr. Fleming, 
Of Richmond, ‘‘and a resolution, fixing any 
date for adjournment this far in advance, 
will uot be a popular one at this period.” 

“We will adjourn the minute we finish 
the state's business, not before—that’s my 
ticket, sull Mr. Battle, of Muscogee. 

“Well, there is this much about it,” re- 
marked Colonel Bob Render, of Meri- 
wether, “if we can run through the busi- 
ness in forty days it will save the state 
about $12,000, and in these hard times 
that is a pretty nice little pile. ‘The cost 
of running the legislature is about $1,200 
per day. Fifty days would make it $6v,- 
OVO, while forty days would only run it 
up to $48,000. I am in favor of saving all 
we can. 

“So are we all,” chimed in several voices, 
‘but who can tell here in the beginning 
when we can adjourn?’ 

And that seemed to size up the general 
sentiment of the members—early adjourn- 
ment, of possible, but is it possible? 

io Pay Teachers Promptly. 

The main issue of importance before the 
house yesterday was the bill by Mr. Ham, 
of Hall, providing for the floating of state 
bonds to the amount of $368,000 to pay 
the interest on the state debt, falling due 
next January, thus enabling the state to 
take the moncy already acerued and on hand, 
ind with it pay the school teachers’ of Geor- 
gia their salaries more promptly than it 
is now the power of the state to do. 

This is no new bill, and its history, its 
provisions, its benefits and its disadvan- 
tages, serious or © trivial, ‘are very well 
known not only to the lawmakers, but to 
the people of Georgia generally. 

It is the same bill introduced by Mr. 
Ham last year, which passed the house 
without serious opposition and was held up 
by the senate. The bill was redd the third 
time and put on its passage, the house go- 
ing into the committee of the whole, and 
Mr. Tatum, of Dade, being called to the 
chair. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, a warm sup- 
porter of the bill, and chairman of the 
finance committee, was the first to take 
the floor and speak in favor of it. He 
made a clear and forceful speech, emphasiz- 
ing the necessity of some such measure 
as this. He said it was a burning shame 
that the state of Georgia required that 
school teachers should wait nearly tw ve 
months to get their salaries and get them 
even then at a discount of 20 per cent. He 
showed that every other public servant 
of the state was paid promptly either by 
the month or by the quarter for his work, 
the governor and all the high officials draw- 
ing their big checks in que and happy sea- 
_Mr. Fleming was interrupted several 
times by Major Bacon. of Bibb. who want- 
ed to know if the bill was feasible. He 
raised the point that the appropriation bill 
how in operation from last year’s session 
has already provided for the payment of 
the interest on the state debt. and quoted 
the following language from the general 
on tm ag o “To pay the interest 
maturing in each of the S! 

1894 the sum of $368,835." a 
Major Bacon's Objections. 

Major Bacon went on to say that he was 
dead willing to do anything in the world 
that was right and proper to insure a 
prompter payment of the teachers, and 
said if this difficulty could be: gotten out of 
the way that he would most gladly vote for 
the bill. Mr. Fleming said that an amend- 
ment would be made to the appropriation 
bill, smoothing down this angularity. but 
Major Bacon claimed that the amendment 
paent to be considered along with this 

ill. 

The opponents of the bill raised all kinds 

of objections. 
_ ‘Mr. Bryan, of Floyd, sailed in to attack 
it on the ground that his people in north 
Georgia were already complaining gravely 
of their burdensome taxes. He made a 
good speech on this line. 

Mr. Thomas, of Coweta, raised his ob- 
jection on the general ground that the state 
‘needs to hold up a whilein issuing bonds. 

Mr. Render, of Meriwether, opposed it 
on the ground that it was false to the con- 
stitution, which says that the bonded in- 
debtedness of the state shall not be in- 
creased, except to defend the state in time 
of war. 

Colonel Bill Smith Gets Funny. 


There was a spicy little colloquy among 
several members when Colonel Bill Smith. 
of Gwinnett, took the floor to speak against 
the bill. He said he was in favor of rais- 
ing the money to pay the teachers most 
any way except by issuing bonds. He spoke 
at length on this line, declaring that there 
was no justice in floating bonds to give 
special accommodation to one class of la- 
borers. , 

“My friend, Bill leming.,” said he, 
“talks all day.” 

Here the chairman called the house to 
order, there being a good deal of laughter 
and disturbance and said, “Hold on a while, 
Colonel Smith, till this house gets quiet. 
You are entitled to at least a respectful 
hearing.” 

The boys laughed heartily at this joke, 
which was evidently meant more serious- 
ly, but Colonel Smith finally got his way 
clear and started off again in this strain. 

“Yes Mr. Chairman. Brother Fleming 
talke all day, and yet says nothing. For leza! 
ability and the shrewd powers of detecting 
technical points, I turn over the laurels to 
Bill Fleming. (Laughter.) But for equity, 
justice and common sense, I retain the 
palm for myself.” (Renewed laughter.) 

Here Mr, Hogan, of Lincoln, asked Colo- 
-nel Smith if there was not already sufficient 
money in the state treasury to pay these 
teachers promptly. to which Colonel Smith 
replied, amid jaughter, and in a low. confi- 
dential tone, “Well, I have been told 60,

Tiere Mr. Ham, the author of the bill, 
asked Colonel Smith why it was last_year

Mr. Wheeler, of Walker, was the next 
to speak against the bill. He said that it 
was unconstitutional, because it would be 
increasing the bonded indebtedness of the 
state and said the people ought not to be 
burdened with any more bonds holding a 
debt over them for thirty years these har: 
times. He made a strong speech against 
the bill. 


Mr. Ham's Clever Speech. 


When he concluded, Mr. Ham, of Hall. 
the author of the bill took the floor and 
got in his old-time, camp-meeting, hallelu- 
jah lick to the tune of an hour and a half 
in its favor. 

He reviewed the whole situation, showing 
what an outrage is placed upon the teach- 
ers in requiring them to wait so long for 
their money. He showed that the bill 
made it easy for Georgia to raise sufficient 
money to pay the teachers once, and thus 
make room for a system in the office of the 
commissioner of education by which they 
could be paid promptly ever afterward. 
He showed that all that was necessary 
wus for sufficient money to be raised to get 
a start in this business. When once start- 
ed, the tax money accumulates in time for 
the next payment of the teachers, and 
hence the only trouble lies in raising 
enough money for the initial payment. 

Mr. Ham, being an old school teacher 
himself, and being in a business which 
carries him all over the state, selling text- 
books to tea hers, is certainly well posted 
on the needs of these teachers, and what- 
ever he says certainly represents the senti- 
ments of the teachers of Georgia. 

They are all clamoring for some change 
by which they can get their money earlier 
and Mr. Ham is the possessor of many 
petitions from the teachers of all sections 
of Georgia to the state legislature, urging 
an improvement in this line. 

Mr. Hlam made a great speech for the 
teachers, and certainly deserves all of their 
gratitude for his untiring efforts in this di- 
rection. His speech was pronounced by 
members of the legislature very forceful 
and clear, and in fact the entire debate 
on this bill, which consumed practically 
all of the morning in the house, is the 
most interesting debate that has yet come 
up this session. 

A Substitute for the Ham Bill. 

From the present outlook, it is clear that 
Mr. Ham’s bill for paying the teachers 
will have a rugged path through the )ouse, 
if. indeed, it goes through at all. Realiz 
ing this, Mr. Fleming aud Mr. Ham, the 
two WarlWwest supporters of the Ineasure, 
have put their heads together and will pre- 
sent to the house anether bill, aiming at 
the same purpose in a different way. 

Mhey will frame a bill, providing for a 
direct tax to be levied, sufhicent

It Is 
an important bill and one in which there is 
considerable interest. 
Atianta Wants This Change, 

Mr. Jim O’Neill, Futon county’s wide- 
awake young representative, came to the 
front in the house yesterday with a bill to 
require all the city othcers of Atlanta to be 
elected by the people. as 

Mr. O'Neill drew the bill and shot it into 
the house red hot from the meeting of the 
committee of one hundred night before last. 
Members of the committee of one hundred 
urged him to work for the enactment of 
such a law and he did so without a mo- 
meut’s delay. The full purpose of the 
bill is set forth in the folowing sections: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia that from 
and after the passage of this act, the fol- 
lowing officers of the city of Auanta shall 
be elected by the qualified voters of said 
city, to-wit: Clerk, marshal, treasurer, 
comptroller, tax collector, tax assessor, Com 
missioners of public works, engineers, city 
attorneys and sexton. ; 
Section 2. The first election under this 
act shal) be held on the first Tuesday of 
June, 1895, and biennially thereafter. 

it is understood that this bill is intended 
to meet the demands of the general public 
of Atlanta in clamoring as the represen- 
tative citizens have lately for some system 
of election that would remove the city banks 
from local politics. 

The Night Session a Farce. 

It was claimed by those who did not want 
a night session among the members of the 
house that the motion to have one was 
railroaded through day before yesterday. 

Be that as it may. When it was clear 
yesterday that the vast majority of the 
members showed a determination to Tre- 
considet and not have a night session on 
the ground that the committees needed 
time to work, Mr. Hill, of Meriwether, 
took the floor and spoke in an aimless sort 
of way, refusing to yield it for a motion 
until the hour of adjournment arrived, and, 
of course, the action of the day before, 
whether railroaded or not to hold a night 
session, had to stand in the face of the op- 
position. 

Al] this accounts for the fact that there 
Was no quorum at the house last night. 
The night session was a sham. 

The sum total of the work done was the 
reading of one little local bill for the see- 
oud time by title only, the hearing of three 
reports of committees, and the reading of 
the roll of members nine times on a ques- 
tion to adjourn. 

With this record the members of the 
house showed that a stubborn determination 
to enforce a night session can be met by a 
stubborn determination to make it a howl- 
ing, pious fraud. 


THE STATE’S RIGHTS 


In the State Road Right of Way to Be In- 
vestigated. 


The legislature wants the governor to 
take steps, by judicial proceedings, or how- 
ever @se he may deem necessary, to pre- 
serve and protect the rights of the state 
to the right of way of the state’s railroad 
wherever it may be encroached upon, 

This is the result of the investigation

made by Colonel W. A. Little for the 


state, and is done upon the recommenda- 
tions of his report. 

The senate passed a resolu- 
tion instructing the governor to 
take the steps designated above. 
The resolution was drawn by Mr. Keese, 
aud upon a statement of facts from him, 
was adopted unanimously. 1 ; 

Atlanta is especially interested in this 
matter as some of the alleged encroach- 
ments have been made by the city. These 
are specified in the resolution to be certaim 
parts of what is now known as Wall street. 

Mr. Reese’s resolution is as follows: 

Resolved by the senate, the hotise concur- 
ring, ‘That the governor of the state be and 
is bereby instructed to take such sieps ds 
may be necessary, either by judicial proceed- 
ings Or otherwise, to protect and preserve the 
rights to the right of way and other property 
of the Western and Atiantic ra.lroad DoW 1 
occupation of the following persons: 

1. The right of way of said railroad com- 
pany in Fuiton county new in the occupation 
of the Georgia Pacific Ra.lroaé Company.

No Trouble About Annexation. 


Mr. J. Henly Smith was before the sen- 
ate committee on corporations yesterday 
morning to oppose the West End annexa- 
tion bill. Colonel Nelms, Judge Ander- 
son and other advocates of the measure 
were also in attendance upon the meeting 
of the committee. 

The session was not long. When it was 
concluded, Senator ©. W. Smith, chair- 
man, acting for the committee, reported the 
bill favorabiy. 

The charter amendment bill referring %o 
registration was also favorably reported. 

io Reorganizetbe Military. 


Senator Wooten introduced two bills of 
importance to the military of the state, 
and immediately after adjournment the 
committee on military affairs decided to 
report both bills favorably. 

One-of these provides for reorganization 
of the governor's staff; the other for the 
complete reorganization of the wmilitia of 
the state. 

The bill providing 
tion, discipline 


for the reorganiza- 
and the regula- 
tion of the volunteer forces 
sets forth that the volunteer 
forces, in time of peace, shall consist of 
not exceeding seventy-two companies of 
infantry, white, and twenty companies of 
infantry, colored; twenty-four troops of 
cavalry, white, and one troop, colored; two 
batteries of artillery, white, and one, col- 
oréd; not more that six machine gun 
platoons, one to be attached to each regi- 
ment of infantry: one medical department; 
a hospital ambulance corps; to each regi- 
ment a signal corps and band of music. 

The infantry, white, shall be organized 
into not exceeding six regiments, the caval- 
rv, White, into not exceeding two regi- 
ments. Each regiment is to be composed 
of three battalions. 

The bill provides that in the organiza- 
tion the companies composing any regiment 
shall be selected from the same general 
geographical section of the state to the 
end that the territorv in which a regiment 
is located, shall be distinct and separate. 
The governor is authorized to transfer com- 
panies to and from regiments and battalions 
now organized to meet such ends. 

The officers of a regiment are one colone}, 
one lieutenant colonel, not exceeding ghree 
majors, and a staff consisting of an adju- 
tant, a quartermaster, a commissary and an 
inspector of rifle practice, each with the 
rank of eaptain. 

Fach battalion is commanded by a major, 
with an adjutant and a sergeant major. 

The only changes in the composition of 
companies is the cutting off of the extra 
second lieutenant and making two first 
lieutenants in each battery of artillery. 

A machine gun platoon consists of one 
first lieutenant, three sergeants, two corpor- 
als, and not more than forty privates. J 
regimental signal corps consists 
of two sergeants, one cor- 
poral and not more than forty privates. 
The commander of the regimental signal 
corps is the regimental inspector of rifle 
practice. 

In order not to disturb existing conditions 
abruptly, the bill provides that “when a 
vacaney shall occur in any commissioned 
or noncommissioned oftice now existing in 
the artillery, cavalry or infantry, but which 
is not provided for by this act, such office 
shall thereupon cease and expire.” 

Nothing in the act shall be construed to 
defeat or impair the existing charters and 
privileges of any regiment, company or 
battalion now organized, excent where in- 
consistent with the terms of this act. 

The medical department is made a distinct 
and separate department of the foree, and 
consists of one seurgeon- general, one 
assistant suregeon general, one 
inspector, with the rank of colonel, lieuten- 
ant and major respectively: also a surgeon 
with the rank of captain and an assistant 
surgeon with the rank of first lieutenant 
to each regiment: to each unassigned or 
separate hattalion one assistant surgeon. 

All medical officers belong to the medieal] 
department, but are assigned to permanent 
duty with regiments, battalions and batter- 
les. 

The hospital and embulance corps consists 
of hospital stewards, acting hospital stew- 
ards and privates, and this corps is per- 
manently attached to the medienl depart- 
ment, and is under the control of the sur- 
geon general. 

Men of the said corps are to nerform the 
duty as ward masters, nurses, attendants in 
hospitals, litter bearers, ambulance attend- 
ants. 


Aa to the Staff. 


The bill for the reorganization of the mili- 
tary staff of the governor, and the com- 
plete organization of the several administra- 
tive departments, provides that the office of 
the adjutant and inspector general he di- 
vided into two departments, that of the 
adjutant general and the inspector general. 

The private secretary of the governor is 
madg@ military secretary with the rank of 
major. 


To Relieve Superior Court Judges. 


‘’ The senate, upon resolution of Mr. Pin- 
son, appointed a committee of seven to 
investigate the work of the judges of the 
superior court with a view to equal- 
izing it and of relieving some 
of the overworked judges of the work put 
upon them. 

A resolution similar in effect to this pass- 
ed the house at the last session, but was 
part of the unfinished business brought 
over. Mr. Pinson’s resolution is, however, 
more complete than the one of last session. 
In it he says: 

Whereas, It is apparent that the judicial 
labors of the judges of the superior courts of 
this state have vastly increased within the 
past few years; and, 

Whereas, It is also well known that the 
labors of the judges of the superjor courts are 
grossly unequal; and, 

Whereas, It is but just to the judges of the 
superior courts that their labors he made 
equal so far as may be practicable; therefore,

Resolved by the senate, That a committee 
of seven be appointed by the president to 
take into cons.deration the policy and feas}- 
bility of equaiiz.ng the judicial labors of the 
superior courts of this state as nearly as 
practicable, and that said committee make 
report to ithe senate by Hill or otherwise.

“The greatest need of the church today,” 
said Dr. Strong, “is a clearer view of her 
mission. ‘Her mission the accomplish, 
ment of the purposes of Christ. The plan 
of salvation includes all the forees of na- 
ture, latitude and longitude, mountains, 
lakes, rivers, climate and all that is com- 
prehended in the physical universe. The 
church should not overlook the physical, 
in the contemplation of the spiritual world.

“Christ is not only man’s conception of 
God, but he is God’s conception of man.
